of Sanskrit, Porsing and Arabie to rond
their own sacred books,  Gradually the
learned classes came to b left out of |
our state gystem of public instraction,
with ovil resnlta.

Altehison ecarried out the plan of ot
onee attraeting these, in the Panjab at

Evolution of the Mioroscopo,

The microdcopo  has been very slowly
ovolved and is the ereation of no one
man.  In its present form it is, like o
living spooies nocording to Dgrwin, the
onteomo of tho survival of tho fittest of
innnmoerable vurintions, the majority of
which have been discarded.  Indeed w
one interested in microscopes and famil-
inr with the present model nothing can
seem quainter than the old forms which
prevailed doring the earlier half of this
contury and have sinee became extinot,
In the evolution of the microscopo two
factors have been dominaut, the demand
for optieal improvement wsd tho de-
mand for mechunical convenience. Bath
of theso demands have been well met, so
that there appears little left for the fo-
tare to wchieve until an entirely new
direction is opened for further evolution
It neod hardly be premised that the
optical part is the essentinl part of a
microscope. Tho optical performunes of
the best microscopes is today perfect,
having becowe so very slowly by un-
merons small improvements.  Alth
magnifying glusses wero invented, it in
sald, in the twelfth century, u.\mpuuml
microscopes with achromatio lenses have
boen in use barely three-quarters of o
century, while the introduction of ho-
mogencous immersion lenses dates from
1878, and of tho perfected apochromutio
lenwes from 1880, —Oharles Sedgwiok
